make plans for the Weekday School 
of Christian Education. 

The three schools (Central, 
which met at the South church; 
Ballardvale, at the Congregational 
church; and the West church), re- 
ported a total attendance of 244 
children. The offering donated daily 
by the children was given through 
the Quaker Relief Organization to 
feed the hungry children of 
Europe. 

There are 110 pupils signed up 
for the Weekday School of Chris- 
tian Education in the Protestant 
group, and 71 in the Catholic 
group. In the former division, the 
seventh and eighth grades. will 
meet at the South church, and the 
ninth grade at Christ church, as 
classes are resumed for the sec- 
ond year. 

The Old Testament will be 
studied by the 62 pupils in the 
seventh grade under the direction 
of Rey. Frank Dunn and Rey. John 
Moses. In the eighth grade, 28 
pupils will receive instruction on 
the Life of Christ from Rev. Fred- 
erick B. Noss and Mrs. Elton Smith. 
The ninth grade course will be di- 
vided into three parts, the Proph- 
ets, Life of Christ, Early Church 
History. Rev. Elton Smith is in 
charge of the 20 pupils who are in 
this group. 

The Catholic children will be di- 
vided into Junior and Senior 
groups, and under the tutelage of 
the priests at St. Augustine’s and 
the Sisters of Notre Dame, will 
study Catechism and Christian 
Doctrine.
